Stanford’s Remains Viewed 
by Friends, 


Telegrams of Condolence Pouring in 
from All Quarters. 


Mrs. Stanford Sustains Her Loss 
With Great Fortitude. 


Gov. Markham Evinces Much Feeling— 
He Declines to Discuss the Senato- 
rial Vacancy—Surprise in 
Washington. 


? MENLO PARK (Cal.,) June 21.—(By 
the Associated Press.) A profound 
hush has settled over the beautiful 
grounds and buildings at Palo Alto. 
Black crape hangs from the door-knob 
of the Stanford residence. The body 
of the Senator lies in his bedroom up 
stairs, a smile on his face, which has a 
peculiar life-like appearance. Mrs. 
Stanford, with her brother and niece, 
Mrs. E. R. Taylor, are still keeping 
vigil at the bedside. 

No definite arrangements have as yet 
been made regarding the funeral, but 
it will be from the chapel of the uni- 
versity, probably on Saturday, at 1 
o'clock. At 12 o'clock today the em- 
balmers arrived, and the body is being 
embalmed. 


The Senator retired last even- 
ing at 10 o'clock, feeling bet- 
ter than usual. At -1:25 a.m. his

Testimony of Friends us to the Popularity 
of Deceased. 

MENLO PARK (Cal.,) June 21.—(By 
the Associated Press.) Telegrams of 
condolence continue. te pour in from 
all of the Senator's friends. Those in 
the West are particularly profuse in 
expressing their sympathy. Many 
clerks in the employ of the Southern 
Pacific have arrived, anxious to per- 
form the smallest offices. One of them 
said to the press correspondent that all 
the clerks felt that they had lost a 
great friend. “In him,” he said, ‘‘we 
had one always ready to listen to us. 
He was our last court of appeal, and a 
very merciful court. Even the smallest 
stable boy feels he has lost a personal 
friend.”’ 

Stephen Gage, who came here on an 
early train, learned first of Senator 
Stanford's death from the newspapers. 

Charles Crocker, who received a tele- 
gram early this morning, came on an 
early train with Rev. Foute of Grace 
Church. 

J. M. Daggett, Superintendent of the 
Mint, was also among the friends at 
Palo Alto. 

They received the sad news through 
the press. This morning at 4:24 o'clock 
a special train bearing Charles Lathrop, 
Mrs. Stanford's brother, left San Fran- 
cisco, arriving here at 5:36 o’clock. A 
carriage awaited him at the station, 
which drove rapidly to the Stanford 
residence, which is situated about a 
mile and a half from the station. 

Five Southern Pacific officials were 
among those who arrived on the 0:40 
o'clock train from San Francisco. They 
were Manager A. N. Towne, J. A. Fill- 
more, H. E. Huntington, Auditor and 
Controller Lansing and Mr. Schwerin. 

Mr. Huntington said in reply to an 

inquiry that since the Senator’s severe 
attack in Washington, his death had 
been among the probabilities of each 
day, although it was thought by all his 
friends that he might survive for years. 
It was known that he would never 
again resume his a@tivity in railway af- 
fairs, and it was known that he would 
resign his seat in the United States 
Senate unless the Republican party 
needed him. 
The railway officials agreed that the 
death of Senator Stanford will have 
little effect.in the policy of administra- 
tion of affairs of the railroad company. 
“While the death of Senator Stanford 
came as a surprise to me, I must say it 
was not unexpected,” said Mr. Hunt- 
ington. “‘We have known for months 
that the end was near, but were rather 
shocked with the suddenness of the 
news. The first news we received was 
through the papers. Later on this 
morning telegrams affirmed the sad tid. 
ings. I do not anticipate that the death 
of Senator Stanford will have any di- 
rect effect on the conduct of affairs, 
for since his retirement he has taken 
very little interest in corporation busi- 
ness. He was too ijl or too engrossed 
with political affairs, and gladly let 
those at the helm assume the responsi- 
bility. In fact, I think that his retire- 
ment came as a relief. I know noth- 
ing of the Senator's will. I am at sea 
regarding the disposition he has made 
of his railroad shares. It matters nor, 
however, how he has disposed of the 
wtock, for the controlling interest will 
remain where it is at present.”

While 
the ancient Church of Romano at Bor- 
isoglebsk was crowded with pilgrims 
who had come to take part in the an- 
nual church procession, a panic was 
enused by a false alarm of tire, which 
had been raised by thieves in order to 
facilitate operations. When the fire- 
men arrived they found the door 
locked. Breaking in, they witnessed a 
fearful sight. In the mad rush for 
exit, hundreds were knocked down and 
trampled on, while others were being 
suffoeated.._The bodies of 126 women 
and ten men were taken from the 
church. Nor was this the total number 
of victims,’ as several other persons 
were killed -and twenty fatally injured 
by leaping from Windows thirty feet 
from the ground. 


REVOLUTIONISTs. 


They Create Havoc in Madrid by Use of 
Dynamite. 

Maprip, June 21.—!By Cable and As- 
sociated Press,] The greatest excite- 
ment prevails as a result of a dynamite 
explosion near the house of ex-Prime 
Minister Castillo last night. In additi- 
tion to the damage already reported 
and loss of life and personal injuries, 
the shock partly wrecked a building 
near by, in which a circus performance 
was in progress, causing a panic. The 
grandson of the Marquis of Havana. 
president of the Senate, who was hit by 
a piece of falling ceiling, is so badly 
hurt he willdie. A son of the Marquis 
et Gatadelist was trampled to death by 
the panic-stricken throng. Seven oth- 
ers were sefiously hurt inthe crust. A 
large number are less seriously hurt. 
It is believed the explosion was the 
work of Barcelona dvnamiters and rev- 
elntionists, they being very active of 
late. 

A number of arrest , it is said, will be 
made, chiefly among men emploved in 
printing offices devoted te the publica- 
tion of anarchistic documents. Many 
ofthese. closed a vearago during the 
Anarchist troubles, have been reopened 
and flooded the industrial sections with 
blood and fire literature. 

It is learned that prior to th2 explo- 
sion a gentleman and twe workmen 
were seen the house of Castillo. 
That gentleman disappeared a few min- 
utes before the explosion occurred. It 
is believed a workman killed by the ex 
plosion carried a number of bombs 
charged with dynamite and large bul- 
lets; thatit was his intention to dis- 
tribute them in various parts of the 
city. That the bombs contained bullets 
is evidenced by the fact that several 
buildings in the vicinity show where 
lead had flattened itself against the 
walls. 

It is conjectured that the fuse on the 
bomb that first exploded burned much 
more rapidly that the conspirators cal- 
culated; that the shock of the explosion 
caused the bombs catried by the work- 
man to explode, blowing his body into 
fragments. The dead man was a 
printer. Anarcuist documents belong- 
ing tothe weli-known Anarchist, Er- 
nesto Alvarez, were found in his 
pockets. It is believed the victim of 
hisown diabolical designs was none 
other than this foe of law and order. A 
letter dated Barcelona was also found, 
advising the recipient to use the utmost 
caution in carrying out the plans en- 
trusted to him. Alvarez was previously 
arrested for connection with Anarchist 
plots, but managed to escape convic- 
tion. Several Anarchist printers were 
arrested on suspicion of being impli- 
cated in the plot. 

Suarez, the wounded accomplice of 
the dead bomb-thrower, has made a par- 
tial confession. He admitted that the 
dead man was an Anarchist _named 
Ruitz, and that he carried at the time 
of the explosion a bottle containing 
gunpowder and shot. Five more An- 
archists have been arrested in this city 
and seventeen in Barcelona, for com- 
plicity. 


Dead in the Ruins. 

Div_tu, June 21.—The five-story 
Bunne!l building containing, four stores, 
two saloons, two newspaper plants, 
with living rooms above, containing 
twenty people, was burned after mid- 
night. Four dead bodies have been 
taken out of the ruins, and it is believed 
there are more intheruins. The dead 
are Mary Ford and her son Robert, 
Elizabeth Mays and her daughter Celia. 
The loss amounts to $40,000. 


Clemenceau Attacked. 

Paris, June 21.—Cocarde, the Bou- 
langist organ, boasted in its issue yes- 
terday evening of the stealing from a 
foreign government, in the interest of 


men, whose names were not given, in 
treason to their country. It is well un- 
derstood the charge of treason applies 
to Clemenceau, in connection 
with the Panama Canal.

Thomas peeunieliie a Union Sailor, 
on Trial. 


Charged with Participating in the 
Schooner Halcyon Trouble. 


The Prosecution Presents a Strong 
Chain of Circumstances. 


Jadge Van yke Kenders an Opinion on 
a Motion in the Suit Involving the 
Nordhoidt-Bentley Estate — 
New Suits. 


Thomas Pctefson, the union sailor 
who is accused of assault with a deadly 
weapon, was on trial yesterday in De- 
partment One, before Judge Smith and 
a jury, consisting of W. C. Bell, J. W. 
Beede, Lewis EB. Boyer, John H. Bets- 
worth. A. E. Dixon, G. W. Freeman, 
Kugene Graw, William F. Hall, O. B. 
Hall, E. F. Hastings, H. Olson ana A. 
M. Watson. 

On the nightof Iriday, May 5, the 
schooner Halcyon, loaded with lumber, 
anchored at Redondo, tying up quite 
close to the wharf. Much of her cargo 
was to be discharged at the port, and 
she then had on board a crew of non- 
union sailors. At or near the hour of 
midnight, the watch . reported the ap- 
proach of a sail boat, but nothing was 
thought of this occurrence until the 
small-craft came close alongside and its 
occupants climbed up onto the Hal- 
cyon's deck. it then became evident 
that they were union men and had come 
for the purpose of either intimidating 
or kidnaping the non-unioncrew. They 
evidently «did not expect resistance, 
and, upon finding that their fire was re- 
turned, hurriedly cut their boat 
adrift and rowed away. In their haste, 
however, they left behind them one of 
their men. Thomas Peterson. The ,lat- 
ter concealed himself inthe hold, and 
endeavored, on the following morning, 
when discovered, to pass himself offas a 
visitor on board. He was unable, how- 
ever, to maintain the deception, and 
was arrested for assault, and afterward 
held to answer pn that charge. 

The case came up at 10 o'clock ves- 
terday, when the defense presented 
their case. 

Peter Rice testified that he was the 
master of the schooner Halcyon. ‘On 
the night of Friday, May 5,” he said, 
‘“welay alongside the wharf at Re- 
dondo; not close up, but about ten feet 
away. I went to bed at 9 o'clock, as 
usual, and soon fell asleep. Atabout 
11 o'clock the watchman awakened me 
and I went on deck in my undercloth- 
ing. I wastold thatthere were some 
strange men around, but I could see 
nothing wrong. I looked over the side 
of the schooner and then went back to 
put on my clothes. Beforel got on 
deck the second time I heard several 
shots fired, and as I came up some one 
said: ‘Don’tcomethis way or [ will 
shoot.’ Ithen ran back for my shot- 
gun, and, coming back, jumped on the 
honse and.cried out, ‘Get out of here,’ 
and at the same time threatening to 
fire. Then a bullet whistled close to my 
head. I at once fired the shotgun off. 
There was but one charge in the 

veapon, and, after firing it, ] went be- 
low forthe rifle. When I came back 
on deck again the firing had ceased. 
The next morning, while unloadling 
lumber, we found this man Peterson in 
the bold.’’ 

So far as the evidence relates to Pe- 
terson, it is admitted to be circumstan- 
tial, but of a particularly strong char- 
acter, and the prosecution of: this case, 
itis thought, will have a salutary effect 
upon the troublesome sailors who are 
constantly stirring up difficulty at the 
ports. 

ON MOTION TO STRIKE OT. 

On a motion made to strike out acom- 
plaint in intervention, in the case of 
W. F, Nordholt et al. vs. Henry Bent- 
ley, defendant, and Serafina R. de Lach- 
nais, intervenor, Judge Van Dyke yes- 
terdav filed an opinion in which he or- 
ders that the motion be granted. 

This action was one of those arising 
from the disputed Nordholt-Bentley es- 
tate, and was brought by the heirs of 
Mrs. Gregoria Reyes Nordholt de Bent- 
ley, deceased, for the purpose of set- 
ting aside two certain deeds made and 
executed by her, in her lifetime, to the 
defendant, her husband, on the plea 
that the same were obtained from her 
through frand and undue influence. 

In the complaint of intervention the 
intertenor alleged that she was seized 
in fee and severalty, through title by 
inheritance, as the daughter and _ sole 
heir-at-law of her mother, Maria Reyes 
de Lachnais, deceased; that the de- 


tle tothe premises in question avhen 
she made said deeds, and asked that 
both parties—plaintifis and defendant— 
be enjoined from setting up or assert- 
ing any title to the same. 

The motion was then made to dis- 
miss, on the ground that the complaint 
did not show any right upon the part of 
the intervenor to intervene in the ac- 
tion. ; 

The Judge was of the opinion that 
section 387 of the Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure provided that any person might, 
before the trial, intervene in an action 
or proceeding, who has an interest in 
the matter in litigation, in the success of 
either of the parties or an interest 
against both. 
the statute, which entitied a person to in- 
tervene ina suit between other parties, 
must be in the matter in litigation, and 
of such direct and immediate charac- 
terthat the intervenor would either 
gain or lose by the direct legal opera- 
tion and effect of the judgment. Inthe 
case of Porter against Garrissino (51 
Cal... 559.) the Court had said: ‘The 
matter in litigation was, at the time of 
the intervention, the alleged right to 
the possession on the part of the plain- 
tiff, and the ouster of plaintiff by the 
defendant. The intervention contains 
no averment that the interveaor is in 


possession, as asserted, either by the 
plaintiff or defendant, but. on the con- 
trary, alleges that he has titlé para- 
mount to both, and he has been in the 
actual possession for more than five 
years. he intervenor. therefore, had 
no interest in the matter in litigation, 
and the court below is directed to strike 
from the files the paper styled interven- 
tion.”’ 
+ The complaint in intervention, in this 
case, setup atitle paramount, and any 
judgment.or decree that might be ren- 
dered in the matter in dispute between 
the plaintiff and defendant would not 
affect the intervenor in any manner. 
The intervenor, therefore, had no inter- 
est in the matter in litigation, and the 
nrotion to strike out the complaint in 
intervention should therefore. be 
granted.

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The Bankse—Conidence Returning. 

Now that the “smoke of battle” has 
in & measure cleared away, it is possi- 
ble to review the casualties in the con- 
teat between some of the depositors and 
the banks of the city. 

Four more banks closed their 
temporarily yesterday, making six in 
all. These banks, which have been 
compelled by force of circumstances to 
take a breathing spell, are the Univer- 
sity, the City, First National, Southern 
California National, Broadway and 
Fast Side. The Los Angeles National 
Rank, upon which the heaviest run was 
made, remained open all day, paying a 
.pro-rata of the deposits called for in 
eash, the balance to be paid in tenand 
‘sixty or ninety days. Maj. Bonebrake, 
.the president of this bank, has made a 
tbrave fight. and the confidence in his 
-bank was shown yesterday, when the 
‘Southern California Railway Company 
made its usual deposit, while numerous 
offers of assistance were received from 
various sources. 

The closing of the First National Bank 
was a surprise to many. The fact is 
that Tuesday’s run on this bank was 
very heavy, including several large de- 
posits, the withdrawals for two days 
agaregating $600,000. The money was 
paid-out as fast as it could be passed 
over the counter, and naturally stich.a 
‘condition of affairs could not last in- 
definitely. 

The Farmers’ and Merchants’, the 
Bank of America, the California and 
other banks stood the strain nobly, and 
state that they are ready for whatever 
happens. The savings ‘banks availed 
themselves of their right to eXact a no- 
tice of withdrawal. There was little 
excitement around these institutions. 

The feature of the day was the ar- 
rival of 1. W. Hellman with $250,000 
for that financial fortress, the Farmers’ 
and Merchants’ Bank. Half a millidén 
more is expected today. The receipts 
at the bank yesterday were more than 
half as large as the withdrawals. Mr. 
Hellman expresses the utmost con- 


doors 


fidence in the condition of the banks | 


and the security of depositors. 

lt is estimated that $5,000,000 has 
been withdrawn from the banks of 
Los Angeles during this run. This is 
more than one-fourth of the total de- 


posits. Is it any wonder that several | 
banks had to protect themselves 
against so immense a drain”

intelligent citizens in the solvency of 
the banks.

“In Union is Strength’’—The Plan 
for the Hour. 


The Expedient of New York Banks v0 
Avert Fivancial Dangers—Ac- 
tion of the Clearing- 
house. 


[New York Press, June 16.}. 

The drain of currency to the West at 
the rateof $1,000,000 a day having 
brought the total deposits down close to 
the amount of loans, the Clearing-house 
Association did not hesitate to act with 
promptness. The association met at 
noon yesterday, with eighty banks ont 
of the eighty-nine in the association 
represented by their presidents. After 
half anhour’s discussion, the following 
resolution was unanimously passed: 

Resolved, that a committee of five be 
appointed by the’ chair, with the presi- 
deat, to receive from banks, members of 
the association, bills receivable and 
other securities, to be approved by said 
committee, who shall be authorized to 
issue therefor, to such depositing banks, 
loan certificates bearing interest at 6 
per cent. per annum; and such loancer- 
tificates shall not be in excessot 75 
per cent of the market value of the se- 
curities or bills receivable so deposited, 
and such certificates shall be received 
and paid in settlement of balances at 
the clearing-house, and al) the rules 
and regulations heretofore adopted in 
the issue of such certificates shall be in 
force in the present issue. 

The baak ofticials recommend to their 
correspondents in other large cities to 
take similar action, and the Phi ladel- 
phia banks have already done so. The 
Boston banks will probablv do the same, 
and the Chicago banks ought to be only 
too glad to follow. 

Such action on the part of our banks 
was inevitable. We had been shipping 
an average of $1,000,000 aday to the 
the West for more than a fortnight, and 
that ata period very much earlier in 
the summer than usual. This money 
was for present needs, and will be of 
little use in helping along the move- 
ment of grain, which beginsto call for 
currency about the middle of August. 
Therefore the drain wiil still further 
postpone the natural return of currency 
after it has servedits purpose. A vear 
ago this time the loans of the New York 
banks were $492,701,000, and the 
deposits were $542,061,000 net, or 
$49,350,300 in excess of the loans. 
{wast Saturday the loans had fallen to 
$414,400,200. which is $78,400,500 
less than a year ago, and the deposits 
had fallen off $125,.137,800 to $418,- 
925,600. The excess of deposits over 
loans was only $4,525,400, or &48,- 
$33,900 less than last year. It was 
evident that something must be done. 

The use of clearing-house certificates 
may not be generally understood. it is 
known that every bank must retain a 
reserve in specie and iegal tenders 
equal to 25 per cent. of the total 
amount of deposits. When money is 
idle then the deposits multiply and in- 
crease in the bank vaults, and the rate 
of interest diminishes in proportion. 
When money becomes tight it is because 
the bank has loaned out close upto 75 
percent. of its capital and deposits, 
and when that limit is reached it is 
compeiled by law to stop lending to any 
one, no matter how good the collateral 
or how high the rate. That, however, 
does not prevent the steady drain bv 


depositors until the ready cash reaches- 


a point sO low that not only does it be- 
come impossible to lend anv further, 
but it is necessary for the banks to in- 
crease their surplus cash. 

These certificates are issued to the 
amount of 75 percent. upon any bills 
or securities or notes approved by tht 
committee, and bear 6 percent. inter- 
est. They are then available for set- 
tling all balances at the clearing-house, 
and the bank may pay in certificates in- 
stead of lawful money. The average 
daily balances which may be settled in 
this way without any money amount to 
about 6,000,000, and the bank which 
does not take out any certificates there- 
fore strengthensits associates by pav- 
ing in cash. and taking their certiticates. 

This method was first devised in the 
panic of 1873; when there was no cur- 
rency to be had and the banks were 
obligedto pooltheir values and prac- 
tically make one great bank, accepting 
the certificates of that bank as good be- 
tween themselves, andeach redeeming 
his own pledge as fast as the money 
came in. The failure of the Metropoli- 
tan National Bank in 1854 brought out 
the second issue of certificates, and 
then the clearing-house was obliged to 
go still farther and take the art galiery 
of George Il. Seney as collateral for aa- 
vances. At the time of the Baring 
Bros. & Co. trouble in 1890 the Bank 
of England raised its rate to 6 per 
cent.; gold was exported in large quan- 
tities, and the -banks were again 
obliged to come to this methed. It was 
the issuance of clearing-house certifi- 
cates that exposed the rottenness of 
ofthe North River Bank, for when 
their paper was offeredas a basis for 
the issue of certificates it was rejected 


by the committee andthe bank had to. 


suspend. This wasthe last failure ofa 
bank in the clearing-house,

SUSPEND PAYMENT. 


Banks Close ‘Their 


Four More 
Doors, _ 


First National and Southern Califor- 
nia Suspend Payment. 


The East Side and Broadway Banks 
..~ Also Shut Down. - 


Runs on Other Banks Saccessfally Met— 
Arrival of a Large Amount of Coin 
from the North—The Finan-— 
clad Situation. 


The second day of the financial flurry 
in Los Angeles opened clear and bright. 
The sun rose with his usual vigor, and 
was unobscured bv eléud or fog. As 
early as 7 o'clock the main thorough- 
fares began to fill up with people, some 
with anxious looks on their, faces, 
others wearing reassuring smiles. The 
police were also on hand, and kept the 
people in motion, but when they arrived 
at the angles formed-by Spring and 
First streets, the moving throng gradu- 
ally slackened its pace and settled down 
on the four corners. Those in front of 
the Los Angeles National Bank formed 
into line, and many an anxious heart 
beat as its possessor saw the line con- 
stantly gaining accessions. 

Diagonally opposite’ ia front of the 
Southern California National Bank a 
crowd also gathered and _ pressed 
against the doors. 
into line was also made, but with poor 
success, as everybody wanted to be in 
the lead. The police, however, had the 
crowd wellunder control and no un- 
toward demonstrations were made. 

Down the street, in the direction of 
the junction of Main and Spring, many 
people could be seen moving in different 
directions, It was notthe usual morn- 
ing go-to-work crowd, but a strange 
race of people who seemed to have 
taken possession of the city. In front 
of the Southern California Savings 
Bank asmall knot of menand women 
were noticeable, while further down at 
the junction of Main and Spring a 
larger crowd awaited the opening of 
the doors of the Bank of America. 

On the other side of Main street a 
line was forming in the early morning 
in frontofthe First National, which 
had so bravely weathered the storm the 
day before. A few steps away about 
half a dozen women wete sitting on the 
steps of the Los Angeles Savings Bank, 
while next door, infront of the Farm- 
ers’ and Merchants’ Bank, a good-sized 
crowd, constantly enlarging, was wait- 
ing for the opening hour to arrive. 

A walk up Main street showed a de- 
cided contrast to its parallel business 
thoroughfare. The Security Savings 
Bank, near Second street, opened its 
doors at 8 o'clock, but outside of the 
bank officials and tellers very few per- 
sons were seen inside for several hours. 
The bank's regular opening time is 10 
o’¢lock, but the directors tried the ex- 
periment of opening two hours earlier 
so as to give their.depositors plenty of 
time. The German-American Savings 
Bank was also visited, but not a person 
in the shape of a depositor was seen. 

The same state of affairs existed in 
the neighborhoods of the National Bank 
of California, the. Citizens’ Bank and 
the Bank of California., Of course 
early passers-by stopped momentarily 
to read the notices on the doors of the 
City and the University Banks, but,at 
no time did more than two or three ac- 
cumulate in front of either place. 

THE LOS ANGELES NATIONAL OPENS. 

By 10 o’clock the line leading.to the 
door of the Los Angeles National was 
about one hundred feet in Jength, ex- 
tending to Ball’s cigar store. he po- 
lice only allowed those in the line to re- 
main stationarv, so that an open pass- 
agewav was left on the sidewalk for 
pedestrians. On the Wilson Block cor- 
ner about a hundred idlers were gath- 
ered, while on the northeast corner the 
volice had great trouble to keep the 
crowd from covering the cable tracks. 
On the Nadeau corner the crowd press- 
ing against the windows of the Southern 
California Bank was augmented by a 
large number of lookers-on, who had 
their eves fixed on the doars of the Los 
Angeles National. 3 

Ten o’clock came. The cable com- 
pany’s clock on the Nadeau wall reg- 
istered that time, andthe Los Angeles 
National had not opened yet. Watches 
came out, and there were {requent ex- 
pressions of ‘‘l told you so’’ among the 
wiseacres in different parts of the four 
corners. Curbstone Bankers, who usu- 
ally carry their, belongings in their 
vest pockets, began to make ‘‘stabs.’’ 
Some offered to bet all the way from 
two bits to $10 that the Los Angeles 
National would not open its doors. Oth- 
ers, claiming tnat they had straight tips 
from the clearing-house, backed up 


their assertion, but, unlike the curbstone | 


bankers, these latter would not back 

their words with the cash. Bufthere 

Was little time for this by-play, for the 

suspense was soon ended. ’ 
THE CROWD CHEERS. 

About 10:04 a grating noise was 
heard, and inless than ten seconds the 
doors of the Los Angeles National 
Bank were thrown wide open. The 
colored porter of the bank opened the 
front gates, and closely behind him 
was Maj. Bonebrake, the president. At 
sight of the Majorthe crowd on all the 
four -corners- broke-into one prolonged 
cheer. Maj. Bonebrake bowed in re- 
sponse, and addressed the crowd in 
something like the following words: 

“Ladies and gentlemen: There has 
been arun onthis bank for two days, 
and I propose to run it from now on un- 
til this excitement is over. Not a de- 
positor will lose a dollar, as we can pay 
two for one. Just have patience and 
stand by the bank.”’ 

Cheers again greeted Maj. Bone- 
brake as he turned back into the bank, 
and the depositors began to file in. 

A short while afterward the follow- 
ing notice Was tacked upon the bank 
windows and on adjacent telegraph 
poles: 

NOTICE, 


Until further notice this bank will be 
open for the payment of checks from 10: 


a.m. till ll a.m., and will receive deposits 
if offered, from 2 p.m. to 8 p.m. 

We appeal to our depositors that they 
aid usin this unexpected by 
accepting payment upon the following 
plan: 

Depositors baving sums less than $200 
to receive one-fourth in cash and a certifi- 
cate payable in sixty days for the remain- 
der; those having a greater deposit to re. 
ceive 10 percent. in cash, 10 per cent. in 
ten days and the remainder ina certificate 
payable in ninety davs: deposits less than 
$50 will be paid in full.

Soon the idlers began to leave the 
different corners, and atnotime during 
the dav, thereafter, was it difficult for 
pedestrians totravelin any direction.

Karly in the forenoon the Board of 


Supervisors sent a deputy clerk to Maj. 
Bonebrake to inquire after the county’s 
money on deposit. The deputy was 
taken behind the counter and shown the 
346,500 of county money and certified 
checks, allintact and separate from the 
current funds of the institution. The 
Santa Fé treasurer also made his usual 
daily deposit, and many business men 
brought their money and turned it over 
the counter, just asif there were no 
such thing asa run on the bank. 

With the gradual decrease in the size 
of tMe line a better feeling began to be 
noticed. Many prominent citizens 
called on Maj. Bonebrake and congrat- 
ulated him on the evident improvement 
in the situation. To. some of these the 
Major confided that the bank had re- 
ceived offers of help of $25,000 from 
San Francisco, of $30,000 from New 
York, one offer of $10,000 and another 
of $11,000 both, from this city. At 
the close of-business the bank had be- 
tween $65,000 and $70,000 on hand, 
so that today the Los Angeles National 
expects to open business at the usual 
hours with more than $120,000 availa- 
able cash. Maj. Bonebrake and the 
directors have reason to believe they 
are ‘‘over the hill’? and will easily be 
able to pull through if the senseless 
panic does not increase. 

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA NATIONAL BANK DOES 
NOT OPEN. 

When 10 o’clock came the crowd in 
front of the Southern California WNa- 
tional Bank was treated to a surprise. 
The following notice was posted on the 
door: 

“Owing to withdrawal of deposits and 
the stringency of the money market, our 
board of directors has decided to close 
the doors of the bank temporarily. De- 
positors need have no fears about their de- 
posits, as the bank has ample assets to pay 
all depositors in full. 

“L. N. BREED, President." 

Of course, the doors did not open, 
and the depositors who had gatheredin 
front were disappointed. They took it 
good-naturedly, however, and manv of 


“them even conceded that the bank had 


done exactly right. Said one man with 
a dinner-bucket in his hand: ‘‘No bank 
on earth can stand a long, steady run, 
and they might as well close up as to 
try and meet every demand without a 
moment’s notice. I believe my money’s 
perfectly safe, and I'll get dollar for 
dollar.’’ With that he walked off down 
First street.

THE FIRST NATIONAL. 

About the same scenes as were en- 
acted before the Los Angeles National 
opened were duplicated in front of the 
First National on Main street opposite 
Temple before the opening hour ar- 
rived. Here also wasto be found the 
officious curbstone banker who wanted 
to wager that the bank would not open, 
and here likewise he found no takers. 
It was a safe bet, however, as at 10 
this notice was posted on both the frent 
doors: 

NOTICE. 
FIRST NATIONAL BANK, 
LOS ANGELES, June 21, 1893. 

Owing to the heavy withdrawal of depos- 
its during the last two days, amounting to 
more than $600,000, this bank is forced to 
close its doors. By order of the directors. 

J. M. ELLiott, President. 

Fora while there was intense ex- 
citement, but it soon ran its course. It 
had been generally known that the 
previous day’s run on the First National 
had been heavy, but that $600,000 
had been drawn out in two days seemed 
astounding. It was readily ascribed to 
the bank’s peculiarly constructed 
‘‘lunch counter’? desk which allowed 
waiting on so many atonce. Had the 
bank been more diplomatic and only 
attended to one or two customers at a 
time it would have taken at least ten 


days to pay out as much as was done in- 


a single day. 

The bank remained closed all day. 
It is perfectly solvent, and had on hand 
before the flurry 43 per cent. of its 
total deposits, a showing that very few 
banks inthe United States can make. 
The law only requires that 15 per cent. 
be kept on hand. The First National's 
liabilities to depositors are about 
$1,250,000, but its assets will go 
nearly $500,000 above that sum. 
There have been many offers of as- 
sistance, and it is not at all improbable 
that the bank .will reopen in a few 
days. 

THE BROADWAY BANK. 

yesterday 
morning. The day before rumors thick 
and fast were circulated all over town 
in regard tothe bank’s instability. But 
it kept open until the closing hour Mon- 
day, and there seemed to be no unusual 
rush of depositors.

There was no excitement, as most of 
the depositors of the’ Broadway Bank 
are neighboring business - men, who 
thoroughly understand and appreciate 
the situation. | | 

EAST SIDE BANK. 

The East Side Bank closed its doors 
early as a precautionary measure, with 
one-third of its deposits in the vault or 
inexchange. The latterit was impos- 
sible to realize upon, and the officers 
concluded.to close down until the storm 
passed. The officers say the suspension 
is only temporary, and that the bank 
will open for business again within a 
week. The assets are ample to meet 
all liabilities and leave a surplus, and 
the depositors will be paid in full. 

THE FARMERS’ AND MERCHANTS’ SOLID. 

When it was discovered that the First 
National would not openits doors the 
excitement spread to the Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ Bank,a few doors below. 
Although the bank is known to stand as 
firm as a rock and its doors were wide 
open, people with bank books in their 
hands began tocall for their deposits, 
The many clerks protmptly looked up 
the accounts andthe ‘yellow shiners’’ 
were passed over the counter. The run 
only lasted until noon, when many of 
those who had drawn out their money 
came back to redeposit it. During the 
afternoon the bank again resunfed its 
ordinary every-day appearance. 

President I. W. Hellman came down 
from San Francisco on the noon train 
yesterday, bringing with him nearly 
$500,c00 in gold coin. The train 
bearing the well-known banker and his 
gold was bulletined an hour late, and H. 
W. Heilman, vice-president, urged the 
Southern Pacific officials to make all 
possible efforts to speed the train and 
gain time. Whether from these efforts 
or other causé, the train. made up some 


time and duly arrived about 1 p.m. at 


Accesssions did not arrive as 
fast as those at the head were waited 


the San Fernando depot, where the 


fold, in sacks, was unloaded from the 
express cartoa waiting wagon of Wells, 
Fargo & Co. While the money was be- 
ing hauled to the bank, guarded by 
armed messengers, I. W. and H.W. Hell- 
man drove rapidly to the bank and su- 
perintended the transfer of the treas- 
ure to tlre vault, which was done in the 
presence of a crowd of curious specta- 
tors. 

A few minutes later the brother bank- 
ers were visited in their private office 
by a Times reporter and asked about 
the situation.

‘I brought a lot of 
money, too, and we are prepared for 
everything. My brother telegraphed 
me that I had better come down, but at 
firstI thought I wouldn’t come. We 
have lots of motiey. 
another half million, 
here tomorrow.”’ 

‘‘What is your opinion of the general 
situation?’’ was asked. 

“Oh, it is too.bad. Iam so, so sorry 
this has happened. This foolish trouble 
has done more to harm Los Angeles 
than the cholera would have done. It’s 
all so, so foolish. The banks are all 
right, and ifthe people did not get so 
crazy there would be notrouble. They 
ask us to help them, but though we are 
safe, we can’t do that. In troubles 
like this every bank has its own credit 
to defend. Itell my brother we must 
do a safe banking business, ‘and to be 
safe now means to be very careful. 
You can say that bytomorrow morning 
we will have a million dollars in coin in 
our vaults.”

THE BANK OF AMERICA O. K. 

Although a run was precipitated on 
the Bank of America in the Temple 
Block, yesterday, there was little ex- 
citement in that immediate vicinity. 
Several Chinamen, who are among the 
Bank’s customers, came in, threw their 
books on the counter and asked for 
their money. received it 
promptly, and, no doubt, related to 
their fellows the ease with which they 
obtained their deposits. In the after- 
noon the lack of Chinamen in the differ- 
ent banks was very noticeable. The 
wily heathen has a quick and effective 


mode of communication, and it is verv’ 


fortunate that in the present excite- 
ment John refains his calmness and 
imperturbability. It may’not be gen- 
erally known, but the Chinese deposits 
in the banks of this city amount in the 
aggregate to a very large sum. Any 
concerted effort to deprive the banks of 
the heathens’ hoarded wealth would be 
seriously felt. 

The Bank of America yesterday aft- 
ernoon received a large accommodation 
from the Farmers’ and Merchants’, and 
drew by telegraph on San Francisco for 
$125,000 in currency, which will ar- 
rive today. This bank has fortified it- 
self to such an extent that it is almost 
invincible. 

AT THE OTHER BANKS, 7 

At the other national and savings 
banks no uuusual excitement was visi- 
ble. The State Loan and Trust Com- 
pany was opento customers during 
the usual hours and did an ordinary 
day's business. Across the street, in 
the National Bank of California, no 
one would think the general financial 
market was ip a state of suspense. 

Onthe same train that brought the 
coin forthe Farmers’ and Merchants’ 
Bank,yesterday came a large consign- 
ment for the State Loan and Trust 
Company and the National Bank of Cal- 
ifornia. 

Atthe California Bank, the Citizens, 
the German-American Savings Bank 
and the Security Savings Sank, busi- 
ness went along as usual. The Se- 
curity Savings Bank opened at 8 o’clock 
and remained so until 5:45, but there 
was no unusual draft on its resources. 
Cashier Sartori told a Times reporter 
that the Security had plenty of money 
on hand and was able to hold its own 
with ease. 

All the savings banks required no- 
tice on term deposits. Ordinary de- 
positors were usually paid in part and 
notices required on the balance. The 
Savings Bank of Southern California, 
at Spring and Court streets, was not 
worried much, although quite a crowd 
had gathered in front of itsdoors in the 
morning. 

UNIVERSITY BANK. 

There were no new developments 
concerning the University Bank, which 
closed its doors Tuesday, and nothing 
will be done until the return of Presi- 
dent Widney, who wil reach the city 
tomorrow or next day. State Bank 
Commissioner A. Gerberding, who ar- 
rived in the city Tuesday afternoon 
from San Bernardino and Riverside, 
has made a cursory examination of the 
accounts of the bank, and says that the 
liabilities will aggregate about $140;- 
000, with which it has about $300,- 
000 in cash and good securities to meet 
them. In fact, the condition of the 
bank’s assets is unusually satisfactory, 
as is the case with the other banks, and 
Mr. Gerberding denounces the present 
senseless run in the strongest terms. 

THE CITY BANK, 

Judge Shaw vesterday morning gave 
judgement to Mrs. Margaret E. Mil- 
ler, a depositor in the recently sus- 
pended City Bank, for the sum of $91,- 
8300. Otto Brodtbeck was appointed 
receiver, with bonds fixed at $100,000, 

Immediately after his appointment 
the following notice was placed on the 
door. 

These premises are now in charge of 
Otte Brodtbeck, receiver. No admittance 
except for safe deposit customers. 

Mr. Brodtbeck was seen by a TIMEs 
reporter yesterday afternoon and said 
he had yet had no time to prepare a 
statement. He had been assured, how- 
ever, by Pres.dent Childress and the 
directors, that the bank had ample as- 
sets to pay doilar for dollar. Mr. Chil- 
dress had also agreed to turn over his 
entire property to the receiver, if nec- 
essary, andthe directors had likewise 
agreed to make up any possible defi- 
ciency out of their own pockets. The 
statement of the receiver will probably 
be ready in a few days. 


THE COUNTY FUNDS. 


An Investigation Shows That the Funds 
are Intact. 

During the past two days there has 
been more or less talk about the condi- 
tion of the county funds on deposit in 
the several banks. The following offi- 
cial statement shows that everything 
is in good shape, and that there is not 
the slightest ground for alarm on this 
score:

GENERAL NOTES. 


Talk on the Streets—A Better Feeling 
Prevailing. 

A better feeling prevailed last even- 
ing, and there was a general impression 
that the financial atmosphere was rap- 
idly clearing. 

During the afternoon rumors were 
started on the streets of financial 
troubles in San Francisco, but tele- 
graphic inquiries elicited the fact that 
there was no trouble in that city. 

It is estimated thatabout $8,000,000 
has been withdrawn from the banks 
since the run commenced. 

A depositor in the First National 
Bank yesterday set an example that 
others would do well to follow. The 
gentleman has over $20,000 on deposit 
and also has some $30,000 in railroad 
bonds deposited in the bank, on which 
the face value can be raised. He re- 
fused to draw out a cent, but on the 
contrary notified the bank that they 
could have the bonds as collateral if 
they wanted them. 

The factthat leading merchants and 
real estate men give public ndtice that 
checks on any of the city banks will be 
accepted in payment in any and ail 
transactions is having a good effect. 

present run on the banks of this 
city is the most senseless that I have 
ever seen,’’ remarked a well-known 
citizen yesterdav. ‘There is not the 
slightest cause for alarm, and it is 
doubtful if there is another city in the 
country where such a favorable condi- 
tion could be shown. I haye only seen 
one thing to compare with this run. I[ 
was formerly superintendent of a stock 
ranch, and I have seen a flock of sheep 
jump over an imaginary bar because the 
leader mistook a shadow for a fence 
and jumped, whereas the ground was as 
level as a floor. People are very much 
hike -sheep, only.they haven’t‘as much 
sense in some respects.’’ 

C. M. Heintz, who was chargedin yes- 
terday’s issue with viciously circulating 
among wholesale houses alarming re- 
ports concerning the solvency of the 
Los Angeles National Bank, even be- 
fore any runon it was begun, is badly 
broken up over the exposé made of his 
conduct, and undertakes ‘to deny the 
charge. He asserts, with tears in his 
yoice, that he was siek in bed and could 
not have been engaged in the nefarious 
work charged against him; besides, he 
had no motive in circulating such re- 
ports, etc., etc. Tas Times has prom- 
ised to give Heintz the benefit of his 
unsupported denial; but at the same 
time we are bound tosay that further 
inquiry into the matter has resulted in 
confirming the truthfulness of the. 
charge. Our authorities are severa! 
reputable and prominent btsiness met 
whose word is not to be doubted. 

It was learned yesterday that D. O. 
Miltimore, vice-president of the Uni- 
versity Bank, had transferred all of his 
real and other property to his wife. 

The financial department of the 
Santa Fé Railroad in Los Angeles re- 
tains its faith in the banks. The treas- 
urerof that company yesterday made 
his customary deposit in the Los Ange-. 
les National and would have de-~ 
posited .in the First National had 
that bank been open. The railroad 
company is also issuing checks against 
these deposits for wages and other 
debts, and these are readily cashed. 
The eastern officials of the company 
have been assured that the financial 
flurry here is but temporary and cannot 
cause muchtrouble. The railroad com- 
pany will do everything possible to bet- 
ter the condition of affairs. 

A dispatch received last night from 
Azusa says: ‘Everything O.K.. here. 
Every merchant in town made his usual 
deposit today at the bank. No run nor 
sign of any undue excitement.’’ 

A reference to the advertising col- 
umns will show that the business men 
have full confidence in the banks. 


AT SAN DIEGO. 


| Two of the Leading Banks Close Their 


Doors. 

SAN DIEGO, June 21.—(By the Asso- 

ciated Press.) Shortly before noon to- 
day the Consolidated National Bank 
Glosed its doors, and also the Savings 
Bank of San Diego, which is in the 
same room. Notices over both doors 
say it is due to steady withdrawals 
caused by thé panic prevailing through- 
out the country and the inability to 
realize on securities; that the assets 
are much larger than the liabilities, 
and depositors can lose nothing. There 
had, up to this time, been no runs on 
any bank, but the news of the closing 
caused crowds to gather at the Bank 
of Commerce and First National Bank. 
The officials of each say that $50,000 
for each bank will be here by tonight's 
train. 
- ‘The continued run caused the First 
National Bank to close at 1:30 p.m. 
The Bank of Commerce is standing the 
pressure well. 


A FURTHER ACCOUNT. 


The Banks Suspended Whon a Ran Be- 
came Apparent. 

SAN DIEGO, June 21.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) All of the local banks . 
opened their doors at the usual hour 
this morning, and for the first half 
hour only ah ordinary amount of busi- 
ness was transacted. It then became 
noticeable that there was to be an un- 
usual demand from depositors for the 
withdrawal of their deposits, several 
large checks being presented at the 
Consolidated National by anxious in- 
dividuals who feared a run and hoped 
to forestall other depositors by an 
early settlement of their accounts. 

As soon as it became apparent that 
a run had begun, payments were sus- 
pended at the Consolidated National 
and Savings Bank of San Diego, which 
occupies the same building. The news 
that these banks had closed spread 
quickly about town, precipitating a 
run on the First National Bank of 
run on the First National, Bank- of. 
Commerce, and the savings bank. The 
First National endured the p®ssure 
until after 1 o'clock, when the doors 
were closed. The San’ Diego Savings 
Bank being in the same room, it was 
at first supposed that it had also failed, 
but this proved incorrect and the doors 
were opened on demand of President 
Sefton, and payment was resumed. 

The run on the Bank of Commerce 
continued till the hour of closing, but 
it is understood that its resources have 
been greatly strengthened, and an- 
nouncement is officially made that it 
will open in the morning. The Mer- 
chants’ National is a new bank recently 
established, and has its paid up capital 
in cash in addition to nearly $100,000 in 
deposits, and no fears are entertained 
of a run there. New deposits were 
opened there by. those withdrawing 
elsewhere, but general confidence is 
felt that there will be no further trou- 
ble here. The announcement is made 
that banks which suspended will pay de- 
positors in full, but no statement of 
actual assets and liabilities can be se- 
cured,

Her Business Men Rise to Meet the 
Emergency. 


Banks Given a Clean Bill of Health— Far- 
ther Effort Toward a Packing (Or- 
ganization--Other News 
and Notes. 


— + - 


Pasadenians are exercising a great deal of 
financial common-sense. 

The intimate relations necessarily exist- 
ing between Los Angeles and Pasadena 
make it impossible for a serious condition 
in the one place not to reflect more or less 
upon the other, particularly is this true 
when the condition emanates from the 
larger place. Yet, while this is a fact, the 
present crisis has proved that the Pasadena 
head does not have to whirl simply because 
apartof the Los Angeles head appears to 
have been lost. 

Pasadena has watched the closing banks 
of Los Angeles with deep concern, but not 
with irrational anxiety. Pasadena has 
kept its head, and will continue to carry it 
on a level. The only excitement the town 
has known has been borrowed excitement. 
Men of means and men of frugal savings 
have conferred together, and it has been 
generally and mutually agreed that there 
shall be no useless abandonment of reason. 
Both the banks and bankers of Pasadena 
are theroughly known by her people, and, 
as both are trusted, so both will be sus- 
tained. So widespread was this teeling 
that when, on Wednesday morning, it was 
formulated into a pledge, tbe following 
document was knowingly and unhesitat- 
ingly sighed wherever presented: 

“We, the undersigned citizens and busi- 
ness men of Pasadena, impressed with the 
following convictions: 

“First, that the present panicky fiurry 
pervading the air of the entire country is 
wholly unwarranted: 

“Second, that our own Pasadena banks 
were never in a more prosperous condition 
nor s0 nearly able to pay out in cash dollar 
for dollar of its deposits, and, 

“Third, that our prosperous city has al- 
ways taken the lead in setting highly cred- 
itable examples. and doing the proper thing 
at just the right time: 

“Now, therefore, do we hereby resolve 
and pledge ourselves to stand b 
“téct our banks, which have so often stood 
by us in our needs, and declare our intcn- 
tion to draw no more money than our 
actual necessities may require.”’ 

More than two hundred of the leading 
business men and firms signed the stipula- 
tion, and not only signed it, but indorsed it 
by voice and practice. It transpired, there- 
fore, that Wednesday passed so qnietly 
that an outsider could never have suspected 
that there was trouble in the financial 
world anywhere. The banks did their reg- 
ular and usual amount of business, in the 
regular anid usual way. 

Few towns in Southern California or else- 
where have made swifter or better recov- 
ery from past misfortunes than Pasadena, 
and the cause is not far to seek in view of 
such unanimous action as the financial con- 
dition called forth. Codperation upon the 
broad basis of mutual good-will and con- 
fidence is the coéperation that wins—is the 
cooperation that makes Pasadena a model 
for her sister towns. 

Pasadena is all right. 

THE CANNING COMPANY MATTER. 

For some reason or combination of rea- 
sons the effort of the special committee to 
report tothe Manufactures Committee of 
the Board of Trade a plan of organization 
fora canning company Wednesday failed 
to connect. Distractions of pleasure and 
business within and without are doubtless 
responsible, but the matter will not be 
allowed td long remain unacted upon. 
The special committee had prepared for 


submission the followiug form of stock 
subscription : 


“We, the undersigned, hereby severally 


agree to and witheach other to subscribe 
the number of shares of stock set opposite 
our respective names, of the par value of 
$100 each, in a company to be known as 
the Pasadena Packing Company, the capi- 
_ tal stock of which shall be $15,000. Said 
stock subscriptions are to be payable—50 
per cent. July 1, 1893, and 50 per cent: 
August 1, 189%. Said company to be duly 
organized and incorporated under the laws 
of the State of California, and the sub- 
scriptions hereto to be binding only when 
the full amount of said capital stock is sub- 
scribed."’
